MET DEATH IN THE MINE. 
Scottdale, Pa., Jan. 28.—By an ex 
plosion of fire-damp in the Mammoth 
shaft of the H. C. I* rieke Coke Company 
Tuesday Ho miners were ushered into 
eternity and many seriously injured. 
The explosion occurred in the morning 
shortly after 9 o’clock, and it is sup 
posed was caused by the ignition of a 
miner s oil lamp. This after-damp,which 
followed the fire-damp explosion, suf­ 
focated nearly every workman. A few 
men realizing the awful situation fell to 
the ground thereby preventing the gas 
striking them. 
The persons not killed 
are in such a critical condition that 
their deaths are momentarily expected. 
U p:to this writing sixty bodies have 
been recovered, all without the sign of 
life. The fire which broke out after 
the explosion was soon extinguished by 
the immense fans which were put in 
operation.

Chicago, Jan. 28.—General Milys is 
determined to put an end, so far as pos­ 
sible, to Indian troubles. 
He has in

chief makers on the Pine Ridge res­ 
ervation, and is bringing them to Chi­ 
cago. 
They will be kept under guard 
at Fort Sheridan, as hostages for the 
good behavior of those left on the 
reservation. 
It is also the General’* 
belief 
that 
with 
these 
mischief­ 
makers out of the way 
the 
other 
Indians will be more inclined to be­ 
have themselves. 
General Miles left 
Rushville, Neb., Monday night w ith 
his prisoners under escort of two com­ 
panies of infantry. 
The party arrived 
here at 9 p. rn. Tuesday. In all there are 
forty Indians in the party. Ten of these 
will to go to Washington with General 
Miles for a conference. 
The other 
thirty, as stated, will be taken to Fort 
Sheridan. 
The names of the Indians who will 
go to Washington 
are Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horses, American Horse, 
Fire Thunder, and Hump, of the friend­ 
lies; of the hostiles, Little Wound. Big 
Road, He Dog, Two Strike, High Pipe, 
and High Hawk. 
The more peaceable of the Indians 
left on the reservation are to be en­ 
listed in die regular army and trained 
as soldiers. 
They will be subjected to 
the same discipline, wear the same 
uniform and get the same rations, 
etc., as the white recruits.

Indian is rarely troublesome when 
je has something to busy himself at, it 
is hoped in this way to keep their minds 
from mischief. 
Indians are natural 
soldiers; they love the glitter of uni­ 
forms and the use of arms, and should 
make an efficient branch of the army In 
frontier service.

We are confident our society has been 
established on principles that cannot fail 
to meet the approval of our friends. Oar 
social meetings are thoroughly enjoyed, 
and onr membership is steadily increas­ 
ing. Oar annual games are looked for­ 
ward to with marked interest, and are 
taking the lead in the northwest.
